412 sought free legal aid in 2008 


PHILIPSBURG—A total of 412 
persons tapped the free legal aid 
services offered by the Central 
Government Department of 
Labour in 2008. 

Legal aid is available to 
persons at the low end of 
the income bracket and who 
are legally registered in St. 
Maarten. Persons who earn 
above the minimum wage can 
also benefit from legal aid if 
they have “substantial financial 
obligations,” such as mortgages, 
says Central Government 
Department Head Kenneth 
Lopes. However, these persons 
would have to provide proof of 
their financial obligation. 

Of the 412 persons who sought 
legal aid last year, 119 (28.9 per 
cent) were for labour related 
issues; 80 (19.4 per cent) for 
civil matters; 35 (8.5 per cent) 
for divorce and 178 (43.2 per 


cent) for criminal cases. 

While there is a specific pool of 
attorneys who handle legal aid 
cases in Curagao, all law offices 
in St. Maarten cooperate with 
the labour department for legal 
aid cases. 

Lopes said he had approached 
all the law firms in St. Maarten 
some time ago to cooperate 
in the programme. The 
department covers all legal fees 
for successful applicants. 

Legal aid requests are processed 
within about two to three 
working days, providing that all 
documents have been provided 
and all forms filled in, Lopes 
said. Among the documents 
needed when making a legal 
aid request are the applicant’s 
pay slip, an evaluation from the 
Inspectorate of Taxes and proof 
of registration from the Census 
Office. Q

management of the company 
from their father in the ‘60s. 
They lead the company into 
the ready-to-wear market with 
a line of men’s clothing aimed 
at the top end of the market, 
then gradually ventured into 
knitwear, accessories and 
sportswear.

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Stable rating 
far bonds AAA 
NV affirmed 


ORANJESTAD - Moody’s 
Investor Services, one of the 
world’s leading credit rating 
agencies, has affirmed the 
Baa3 rating of the bonds 
issued by the Aruba Airport 
Authority in 1997 and 1999. 
This rating is determined in 
two steps. First, the risk of 
the revenue bonds loan itself 
is reviewed and reflected in 
a rating the Baseline Credit 
Assessment. Then Moody’s 
reviews if an adjustment is 
required because it is likely 
that the Government will give 
extraordinary support if AAA 
cannot repay the loan by itself. 
Compared to the previous 
rating review in 2007, the 
Baseline Credit Assessment 
improved one notch from 
Bal to Baa3. Moody’s 
mentions passenger growth 
and consistently improving 
financial results during the 
past years as the main reasons 
for this improved rating. 
Management’s successful 
efforts to diversify the 
company’s revenues and 
the well-controlled cost 
structure are also highlighted. 
The upward adjustment for 
possible government support, 
which was given in the 
previous rating, was not given 
this time. Despite the current 
worldwide economic crisis, 
Moody’s has maintained 
a ‘stable outlook’ for the 
rating, meaning that it does 
not see significant threats 
of downward adjustment of 
the rating. Peter Steinmetz, 
Managing Director of AAA 
NV is pleased with the rating: 
“If many other companies get 
downgraded during this time 
of recession, a stable rating 
is almost a step forward! 
Especially the ‘stable outlook’ 
given by Moody’s is a sign 
that the efforts of management 
and employees of the past 
years to make AAA a healthy 
and strong company have paid 
off’.Q

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Cervical cancer vaccine arrives in TT

THE CERVICAL cancer 
vaccine Cervarix is now 
available in Trinidad and 
Tobago and is being distributed 
locally by GlaxoSmithKline 
(GSK). This vaccine offers 
strong, broad and long- lasting 
sustained protection against 
human papillomavirus types 
16 and 18, which is responsible 
for more than 70 percent of all 
cervical cancers in women. 
The drug was officially 
launched locally on 
Friday at the Hyatt 
Regency in Port-of-Spain. 

Data obtained from clinical 
studies conducted among 
women vaccinated with 
Cervarix has shown 100 
percent protection against 
the development of persistent 
infection and pre-cancerous 
lesions attributable to HPV 
types 16 and 18, included 
in the vaccine. Additionally, 
protection beyond these types 
has been proven, particularly 
against HPV 45 and 31, 
which, together with HPV 16 
and HPV 18 account for about 
80 percent of all cervical 
cancers both in Latin America 
and all over the world. 

According to the World 
Health Organisation (2004), in 
Trinidad and Tobago, cervical 
cancer is the second cause of 
death among women, with an 
incidence of 27.1 per 100,000 
women, and a mortality of 
10.7 per 100,000 women. 

Worldwide, cervical cancer 
is an important cause of 
morbidity and mortality. 


Every year, approximately 
500 thousand women are 
diagnosed with cervical 
cancer and more than 270 
thousand die from this disease. 
It represents the second cause 
of death by cancer among 
women throughout the world, 
holding the top position in 
several developing countries. 
Latin America does not 
escape this situation; as a 
matter of fact, close to 86,532 
new cases are diagnosed 
every year, with about 
38,436 women dying from it. 

Cervical cancer and pre- 
cancerous lesions also cause 
a significant emotional and 
physical impact on women, 
thus, together with screening 
and a healthy lifestyle, 
vaccination is expected to 
significantly reduce the risk 
of developing cervical cancer 
and enhance the quality of 
life of all vaccinated women. 

“The availability of Cervarix 
in Trinidad and Tobago 
represents a step forward in 
the prevention against cervical 
cancer in this country,” 
said Eduardo Ortega, Vice 
President and Medical 
Director of GlaxoSmithKline’s 
Biologicals Area for Latin 
America and the Caribbean. 

“By providing a strong, 
broad and sustained immune 
response, Cervarix will help 
reduce the burden of cervical 
cancer, providing benefits 
to thousands of women 
from different generations 
and their families.” 


Thus, it is very important to 
highlight that this protection 
against HPV is already 
available through private 
practice for women aged ten 
years and older in TT, so you 
can ask your physician for it. 

Countries all over the world 
have shown their interest 
in attaining a reduction of 
the incidence of this deadly 
disease, although so far, 
Panama is the only Latin 
American country that has 
taken the forefront by including 
this vaccine in its expanded 
immunisation programme, 
in order to prevent cervical 
cancer in every girl between 
the ages of ten and 11 years. 

The development of this 
vaccine is partially due to 
the discovery by German 
scientist Harald zur Hausen, 
who found the link between 
oncogenic HPV and cervical 
cancer, thus becoming one 
of the winners of the Nobel 
Prize in medicine 2008. 

To date, approximately 100 
types of HPV have been 
identified and of these, 
approximately 15 virus 
types have been linked to 
the development of cervical 
cancer. HP Vs 16 and 18 are 
responsible for approximately 
70 percent of cervical cancers 
together with HPV 45 an HPV 
31 represent about 80 percent 
of cervical cancers worldwide 
and in Latin America. 

It is a known that, throughout 
their sexually active life, up to 
80 percent of all women are 
at risk of becoming infected 
with some type of cancer- 
causing HPV; however, most 
of these infections will resolve 
spontaneously. Whenever 
this does not occur and the 
infection persists, lesions 
may appear that can progress 
to become pre-cancerous or 
even turn into cervical cancer. 

GSK has specifically designed 
Cervarix to provide the best 
protection possible against 
cervical cancer to women 
who are potentially at risk 
from the age of ten years, 
by covering the two most

frequent types of oncogenic 
HPV. In order to confer 
strong, broad and sustained 
protection, the vaccine 
was especially formulated 
with GSK’s proprietary 
AS04 adjuvant system. 

To date, GSK’s cervical 
vaccine has been approved in 
more than 90 countries around 
the world, including the 27 
member states of the European 
Union, Australia, Singapore 
and Philippines. In Latin 
America it has been authorised

Peru, Ecuador, Nicaragua, 
Honduras, Surinam, Curacao, 
Aruba, Dominican Republic, 
El Salvador, Panama, 
Guatemala and now Trinidad 
and Tobago. And it was 
submitted to 115 countries. 

Also in September 2007, 
GSK submitted Cervarix 
for pre-qualification by the 
World Health Organisation 
that will enable developing 
countries and GAVI countries 
to purchase it through the 
United Nations, for inclusion 
in their national vaccinations 
programmes. □

of its annual Caribbean Conference on Sustainable 
Tourism Development, otherwise referred to 
as the Sustainable Tourism Conference (STC) 
The current global situation has made it difficult for countries 
and delegates to give their full attention to the conference, 
therefore, after much consideration, CTO has take the 
decision to defer the conference, said Hugh Riley, the regional 
tourism development agency’s Interim Secretary General. 
However, whiletheeventisnotbeingstagedthisyear,asignificant 
amount of interest has already been shown by some CTO 
Member Countries in hosting the event in 2010, added Riley. 
“The event in 2010 will continue with the focus on how member 
states can design and implement sustainable tourism policies 
and practices into their regional and international initiatives, 
with an emphasis on sustainable tourism issues of special 
interest to the host country,” the Interim Secretary General said. 
“We recognize that the development of the tourism sector 
in the Caribbean has to continue on a sustainable path, 
and we will continue to address pertinent sustainable 
tourism issues throughout the year in the programmes 
and projects under our sustainable tourism division, 
for the benefit of our member countries. We expect the 
event in 2010 to return stronger than ever,” he added □

Around the mid-1900s 
the expression “time-out” came 
from a number of sports in 
which it signifies an interruption 
in play where the officials 
stop the clock, for purposes 
of rest, making a substitution, 
or consultation. The concept 
quickly caught on in different 
areas as in discipline techniques 
for children, helping women 
cope, and in the workplace. 
Perhaps we can extend the areas 
where time out can be used. 

Time out is a very 
effective discipline technique 
and will work with children as 
young as 18-24 months old. By 
using this method of discipline 
you are giving your child time 
out from positive reinforcement, 
which includes any parental 
reaction such as yelling or other 
discipline after they misbehave. 
Prepare a time out chair, which 
can be a chair in any room 
of the house, a space on the 
floor, the child’s bed, or any 
place where he is isolated from 
interaction with others. Use a 
kitchen timer to count down 
your child’s punishment time, 
which is usually one minute per 
year of age. 

Time Out for Women 
has become an institution 
in several countries where 
women of all ages meet 
regularly for encouragement, 
worship, prayer, reflection, and 
fellowship. Activities range 
from guest organized events 
to crafts and conversation. It 
is hoped by the sponsors that 
during these retreats days filled 
with messages of inspiration 


from respected authors and 
music artists, women will leam, 
will laugh, and, hopefully, their 
spirits and sights will be lifted 
so they feel rejuvenated for the 
days ahead. 

Time out for the workplace is 
taking on a sense of urgency in 
several areas. There is a growing 
sense that there needs to be a 
time out called for executives 
that are over-connected to their 
work through all the gadgets of 
mobile technology. Called the 
“wireless leash syndrome” we 
realize that mobile phones and 
handheld devices have made 
companies more productive; 
but new findings reveal that 
those who stay connected to 
work around the clock can hurt 
their well-being and their family 
lives. No kidding. 

Some companies are 
forcing their employees to take 
several days vacation in order 
to improve their profit margin. 
Many employees must take the 
time without pay because they 
do not have enough vacation 
hours accrued. Additionally, 
it has been estimated that 
managers spend at least 25 
percent of their time resolving 
workplace conflicts - causing 
lowered office performance. 
In the resolution of a conflict 
managers are resorting to 
making employees “take time 
out” to lower charged emotions 
that may interfere with arriving 
at a productive resolution. 

In our grass- roots clinic 
we see many of our patients 
take “time out” when they come 
in for an acupuncture session. 
Acupuncture, an ancient Chinese

therapy that is becoming more 
widespread in the West uses 
various procedures, such as 
heat and pressure but mainly 
fine needles, to stimulate points 
on the body to relieve pain by 
rebalancing the flow of energy. 

Acupuncture is 

very safe when practiced by 
trained acupuncturists. In the 
new millennia the number of 
acupuncturists in the United 
States was estimated about 
11,000 practitioners without 
Western medical degrees and 
3,000 acupuncturists with 
medical degrees, by 2005 the 
figures doubled and is expected 
to quadruple by 2015. This trend 
is stimulated by people in the 
West realizing that acupuncture 
works. 

Acupuncture, effective 
in treating chronic pain, back 
pain and headache, is very 
effective for relieving dental 
pain and we use it to lower the 
pain, pressure and swelling after 
oral surgery. Many clinical trials 
have found that acupuncture is 
effective for treating vomiting 
after chemotherapy or surgery, 
and nausea associated with 
pregnancy. 

While many of our 
patients come in for their 
twenty minute acupuncture 
session to relieve pain; since 
we make them turn their cell 
phones to the ‘silent’ mode, 
many relax. After their sessions 
many realize that the treatment 
has gone beyond pain reduction 
and they feel a balance and 


harmony in their body, mind and 
spirit. In acupuncture treatment 
I select specific acupoints based 
on my diagnosed root cause. 
Needles inserted into these 
acupoints cause movement of 
energy. This energy movement 
causes blood and energy to 
flow smoothly within the body, 
breaking down blockages, and 
causing symptoms to mitigate 
or disappear and the body to 
begin the healing of the root 
cause. 

This is a simplistic 
view of how acupuncture 
work but, never the less, 
accurate. Acupuncture is also 
very powerful in building 
and maintaining a strong 
immune system, and releasing 
blockages that cause emotional 
problems. There are many 
people in developed countries 
that could benefit greatly from 
acupuncture and would find 
an acupuncture session a great 
“time out”. 

Get The Point! 
Commiserating with others 
facing similar demands and 
catching your physical and 
spiritual breath by taking “time 
out” is a great way to regain 
your balance. Many people 
feeling “stressed out” think 
the origin of their problems 
are found in work, children, 
and relationship issues and 
are surprised when I diagnose 
an energy imbalance in their 
kidneys or liver.

NEW YORK - Wall Street 
snapped out of its stupor and 
posted its best performance 
of the year Tuesday, finding 
a badly needed glimmer 
of optimism in the most 
unlikely of places: Citigroup 
is actually managing to turn a 
profit. The 379-point gain for 
the Dow Jones industrials, a 
rally of almost 6 percent, was 
a welcome break from almost 
uninterrupted selling. But just 
as almost nobody expects the 
banks to snap back to health, 
almost nobody thinks the 
market has hit its bottom. 
“One day isn’t going to make 
a trend,” said Kurt Karl, chief 
U.S. economist at Swiss Re. 
Citigroup Chief Executive 
Vikram Pandit said in a letter 
to employees that the bank 
had operated at a profit for 
the first two months of this 
year and was on track, based 
on historical trends, to make 
$8.3 billion for the quarter. 
Pandit said the bank has had 
its best performance since 
the third quarter of 2007, the 
last time it booked a quarterly 
profit. 

The news broke a months- 
long torrent of bad news 
from the banking industry 
— particularly for Citi, which 
had grown so shaky the 
federal government had to 
take a 36 percent ownership 
stake. 

Banking stocks led the 
markets higher all day. The 
Dow finished at 6,926.49, 
its highest close since late 
February. All 30 of the Dow 
industrial stocks gained 
ground. 

Citi itself finished at $1.45, a 
gain of 40 cents. Last week, 
its stock fell below $ 1, a level 
so stunning it left the bank 
at the mercy of late-night 
comedians. 

A gain on Wednesday would 
give the Dow its first two-day 
winning streak since early 


February. But Wall Street is 
used to false starts. The Dow 
had gained 200 points in a 
single day five times in 2009 
before Tuesday. Each time, it 
lost ground in the next session, 
twice by triple digits. 

And after they hit their lowest 
points last year, both the Dow 
and the Standard & Poor’s 
500 jumped about 20 percent. 
But those lows didn’t last, 
and Wall Street is now trading 
well below those levels. 

On Tuesday, the S&P closed 
at 719.60, still less than half 
of its value at the market peak 
in October 2007. 

“I would be surprised to 
see us trade back over 800 
in the near term,” said Ben 
Halliburton, chief investment 
officer of Tradition Capital 
Management in Summit, N.J. 
“The news coming out on the 
economic front will continue 
to be rather gloomy.” 
Analysts also suggested that 
the market’s gains, especially 
among financial stocks, 
could be attributed in part to 
covering by short-sellers — 
investors who bet stocks will 
fall, and are forced to buy to 
limit their losses when the 
market rallies. 

Among banking stocks, Bank 
of America gained 28 percent, 
JPMorgan Chase gained 23 
percent and Wells Fargo & 
Co. gained 18 percent. 

Jon Merriman, chief 
executive of brokerage 
Merriman Curhan Ford in San 
Francisco, said the letter from 
Citi’s CEO shows the bank is 
lending. Government officials 
and market analysts alike 
have said more lending is key 
to an economic recovery. 
“Maybe Citibank is not 
going to zero, that means it’s 
going to lend again and then 
the economy will turn,” he 
said. “People today in the 
stock market are connecting 
those dots. And the market 
is up broadly, it’s not just the 
banks.” 

Reports also surfaced Tuesday 


that federal regulators are 
considering a proposal to 
reinstate the “uptick rule,” 
which proponents say helps 
protect companies from 
excessive short-selling, when 
investors bet a stock will drop. 
The rule expired in 2007. 

And investors were 
encouraged by Federal 
Reserve Chairman Ben 
Bernanke’s call for an 
overhaul of the country’s 
financial regulatory system. 
Speaking before the Council 
on Foreign Relations, 
Bernanke said companies 
deemed “too big to fail” must 
be subject to more rigorous 
supervision to prevent them 
from taking on excessive 
risk. 

Bernanke’s remarks come as 
the Obama administration 
and Congress begin to devise 
their overhaul strategies. 

The combination of good 
news was enough to propel 
the Dow to its best day since 
Thanksgiving week, when it 
notched back-to-back gains of 
494 and 397 points. But there 
will still plenty of pessimism 
on Wall Street. 

“There’s nothing that anybody 
can do to turn the market 
around,” said Harry Rady, 
chief executive of Rady Asset 
Management. 

“This is just a little bear 
market blip.” 

Halliburton was hesitant 
even to put much stock in 
the Citigroup announcement 
for fear that rising losses on 
loans could eat away at the 
bank’s operating profit. 

As long as housing prices 
are falling and loan defaults 
are rising, “They are going 
to have to take asset write¬ 
downs,” he said. “I don’t think 
this is a game-changer.” 

Late last month, in its third 
attempt to rescue the bank 
from collapse, the Treasury 
Department took a 36 percent 
stake in Citi. The bank has 
already received $45 billion 
in bailout money. Q

MadofTs lawyer says 
client will plead guilty

NEW YORK (AP) — Bernard Madoff will 
plead guilty Thursday to 11 criminal counts 
including money laundering, perjury and 
securities, mail and wire fraud and will do 
so without a plea deal, knowing it carries a 
potential prison term of 150 years, lawyers said 
Tuesday in court. 

Lawyers outlined the plea arrangement for 
the 70-year-old former Nasdaq chairman that 
was set to unfold later this week after Madoff 
waived several potential conflicts of interest 
between Madoff and his lawyer, Ira Sorkin. 
Asked by the judge if Madoff would plead 
guilty Thursday, Sorkin said: “I think that’s a 
fair expectation.” 

In papers filed after Tuesday’s proceeding, 
prosecutors outlined the case against Madoff, 
who quietly spoke in court, answering the 
questions of U.S. District Judge Denny Chin. 
Prosecutors said in the papers that Madoff 
operated a massive pyramid scheme in which 
his clients’ funds were misappropriated and 
converted to the use of Madoff, his business 
and others. 

Chin said he will not sentence Madoff for 
several months after Thursday’s proceedings. 


He told prosecutors to limit the number of 
victims who will be allowed to speak in court 
to those who want to argue either that Chin not 
accept the plea, or go against what Chin plans 
to decide as to whether Madoff should remain 
free on bail after Thursday’s hearing. 

Chin also said anyone addressing the court will 
be limited in time and must conduct themselves 
in a “respectful and dignified manner.” 

Sorkin complained that federal authorities have 
not let lawyers for Madoff study the financial 
records of his company so he can show that 
some individuals or financial funds actually 
received more in payouts over the years than 
they are claiming they lost. 

Chin said he understood that Madoff was not 
agreeing to the extent of the losses. 

Although authorities have outlined a $50 billion 
fraud that they say Madoff carried out for many 
years, those reviewing his company’s books 
say the size of the actual fraud might have been 
less than $20 billion. 

So far, authorities have located about $1 billion 
for j ilted investors. 

Sorkin’s family had invested more than 
$900,000 with Madoff. After questioning 
Madoff, the judge ruled that Sorkin may 
continue representing Madoff.Q

The immigrants are a success 
story in Minneapolis and St. 
Paul, where the state’s tradition 
of welcoming refugees has 
helped attract one of the nation’s 
largest Somali populations. 
Why some would want to 
leave, especially to return to a 
lawless country, has confused 
many Somalis. 

“Like most of the community, 
I had difficulty believing that 
anybody would go to Somalia 
after their own families left 
because of wars,” said Dr. 
Abdirahman Mohamed, a 
Minneapolis physician. “It 
stunned most of us, I think, 
when we heard a name of 
someone who went and died.” 
The Senate’s Homeland 
Security Committee plans a 
hearing Wednesday on possible 
terror recruitment in the United 
States, and witnesses from 
Minnesota are expected to 
testify. 

Some local Somalis say the 
young men might have thought 
they would be seen as patriots. 
Somalia has not had an effective 
government since 1991, when 
warlords overthrew a socialist 
dictator and then turned on 
each other, causing anarchy in 
the African nation of 7 million. 
In 2006, Somalia’s weak 
government called in Ethiopian 
troops — with U.N. support 
— to oust an Islamic group 
controlling Mogadishu and 
southern Somalia. 

Many Somalis saw the troops as 
an invading and abusive force. 
There were countless reports of 
civilians being raped, beaten 
or having their homes looted. 
Islamic militants in the capital 
city fought back in battles that 
killed thousands of civilians 


over two years and displaced 
more than a million people. 
“The majority of Somalis here 
were opposed to the (Ethiopian) 
occupation,” said Abdi Samatar, 
a University of Minnesota 
geography professor. “The 
Somali people did not ask for it, 
and the brutality was incredible. 
Anybody who’s human-rights 
oriented and has a patriotic 
sentiment would be incredibly 
enraged.” 

Then in October, a Minneapolis 
man carried out a suicide 
bombing in Somalia. FBI 
Director Robert Mueller said 
last month that the bomber had 
probably been “radicalized” in 
the Twin Cities. 

Now many Somalis say FBI 
agents have questioned them 
about recent travels abroad 
and asked which mosques they 
attended. 

Sharmarke Jama, a 26-year-old 
businessman, was questioned 
after traveling to Canada. He 
said the Ethiopian invasion was 
a topic of discussion among 
immigrants, so he was not 
surprised to hear that some 
young men might have gone to 
fight. But, he said, the suicide 
bombing was different: “It 
really shook the foundation of 
the community ... as soon as the 
suicide bombing came into the 
equation, it was a whole new 
ball game.” 

The Oct. 29 bombing by Shirwa 
Ahmed was part of a series of 
coordinated attacks that targeted 
a U.N. compound, the Ethiopian 
consulate and the presidential 
palace in Hargeisa, capital of 
the Somaliland region. 

U.S. counterterrorism officials 
have raised concerns that an 


extremist group called al- 
Shabab is recruiting young men 
in Minnesota and elsewhere. It 
isn’t clear if Ahmed was part of 
the group. Al-Shabab, a name 
meaning “The Youth,” controls 
much of Somalia and wants to 
establish an Islamic state there. 
Many Somalis in the Twin 
Cities welcome the federal 
investigation, including 

Abdirizak Bihi, whose teenage 
nephew left Minneapolis in 
November and called his family 
days later saying he was in 
Somalia. The boy’s whereabouts 
are unknown. 

“They did not decide to go back 
to the hell that their families 
fled from,” Bihi said of the 
young men who left. “There 
must be some group that has 
been brainwashing them.” 
Others have worried about 
a backlash. Mohamed, the 
physician, said some young 
Somalis have been questioned 
unfairly. He said his cousin 
was detained for hours at the 
Minneapolis airport while being 
questioned about a January visit 
to Nairobi and which mosques 
he attended. 

“What is disturbing is the manner 
of the questions,” Mohamed 
said. “Nobody would ask, 
‘Have you been to a church?”’ 
Cawo Abdi, a professor of 
sociology at the University of 
Minnesota, said the FBI has 
given “the impression that there 
were all these terrorist cells in 
our midst.” 

“It is really unfortunate that 
everyone has to pay the price 
for the crime,” he said. 

An FBI spokesman did not 
immediately return a call 
seeking comment Wednesday,

but the agency has said it reached 
out to community leaders in the 
Minneapolis area. Spokesman 
E.K. Wilson has said the FBI 
wants Somalis to come forward 
with their concerns and any 
information. 

The families of some men who 
left suspect Minnesota’s largest 
mosque, Abubakar As-Saddique 
Islamic Center, of having a role 
in their loved ones’ decision 
— something mosque officials 
have repeatedly denied. The 
mosque recently held an open 
house to try to address public 
concerns. 

Director Farhan Hurre said 
mosque officials have noticed 
FBI agents conducting 
surveillance outside the 
mosque. He also said the 
mosque has received a handful 
of angry phone calls since the 
young men left, including one 
in which the caller said: “You 
don’t belong here. Go back to 
your country.” 

Local Somalis say they are 


eager for authorities to finish 
their investigation. 

“The community feels 
vulnerable when there’s a 
news item about it,” said Saeed 
Fahia, executive director of 
the Confederation of Somali 
Community in Minnesota. 
Somalia has a new government 
under President Sheik Sharif 
Sheik Ahmed, a moderate 
Islamist with allies among the 
militias who control much of 
central and parts of southern 
Somalia. Ahmed’s government 
directly controls only a few 
blocks of Mogadishu and the 
border town of El Berde. 

The last Ethiopian troops left 
Mogadishu in mid-January. But 
al-Shabab — which controls 
most of the country — has now 
threatened to focus attacks on 
an African Union peacekeeping 
force. When it comes to al- 
Shabab, Mohamed said, “many 
Somalis hope they will choose 
the path of peace, and not the 
path of war.”Q

U.S. National Intelligence 
Director Dennis Blair and 
Defense Intelligence Agency 
Director Lt. Gen. Michael 
Maples said Tuesday that Iran 
has only low-enriched uranium 
— which would need to be 
refined into highly enriched 
uranium before it can fuel a 
warhead. Neither officials 
said there were indications 
that refining has occurred. 
Their comments disputed 
a claim made last weekend 
by Israel’s top intelligence 


military official, who said 
Iran has crossed a technical 
threshold and is now capable 
of producing atomic weapons. 
The claim made by Israeli 
Maj. Gen. Amos Yadlin runs 
counter to estimates by U.S. 
intelligence that the earliest 
Iran could produce a weapon 
is 2010, with some analysts 
saying it is more likely that it 
is 2015. 

Maples said the United States 
and Israel are interpreting the 
same facts, but arriving at 
different conclusions. 

“The Israelis are far more 
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concerned about it,” Maples 
told the Senate Armed Services 
Committee. 

The status of Iran’s nuclear 
program has been the 
subject of conflicting public 
statements by top military 
and intelligence officials 
recently in the wake of U.N. 
revelations that Iran has more 
low-enriched uranium than 
previously thought. 

Earlier this month, Defense 
Sec. Robert Gates and Joint 
Chiefs of Staff Chairman 
Adm.. Mike Mullen differed 
over Iran’s capability. While 
Mullen said Iran has sufficient 
fission material for a bomb, 
Gates insisted “they’re not 
close to a weapon at this 
point.” 

Maples also told the committee 
that insurgent violence in 
Afghanistan has gotten more 
ferocious in the last year even 
as violence in Iraq declined. 
The use of roadside bombs in 
Afghanistanmore than doubled 
in 2008 over the previous year, 
and attacks overall increased 
by 55 percent from 2007 
to 2008. Suicide bombings 
increased by 21 percent and 
small-arms attacks increased 
by 33 percent. 

Some of these trends reflect 


more aggressive military 
operations in Taliban 
strongholds by U.S. and other 
NATO forces, Maples said. 
Maples said the Somali 
extremist group al-Shabaab 
is poised to formally merge 
with al-Qaida, expanding 
the terrorist franchise in East 
Africa. An analysis of the 
propaganda released by both 
groups recently highlights 
their ideological similarities, 
suggesting a merger is 
forthcoming, Maples said. 
Al-Shabaab conducts almost 
daily attacks in Somalia. A 
merger would strengthen 
al-Qaida’s foothold in East 
Africa. 

The two groups have long 
been suspected of working 
together, but they have not yet 
announced a formal alliance. 
Al-Qaida has operations in 
north Africa, Yemen and Iraq. 
Blair said National Security 
Agency is poised to take a 
lead role in protecting U.S. 
computer networks from cyber 
attacks. The NS A — tarnished 
in the public view by its role 
in the Bush-era “warrantless 
wiretapping” program — now 
conducts clandestine computer 
attacks on U.S. adversaries, 
and could use those skills to 



protect U.S. networks from 
similar attacks. 

He said it must be done under 
strict oversight to make sure 
it is not gathering private 
American information that 
violates privacy and civil 
liberties laws. 

Blair also stood firm behind 
former U.S. Ambassador 
Charles Freeman, his pick for a 
top analysis job, despite strong 
congressional criticism. 
Freeman, who was U.S. 
ambassador to Saudi Arabia 
during the Gulf war, had 
harshly criticized the Israeli 
government, the Iraq war 
and the war on terrorism in 
general. 

A policy council Freeman 
headed also has been criticized 
for some ties to foreign 
governments, including 
Saudi Arabia and China. 
Blair’s inspector general is 
investigating those ties while 
Freeman works with ethics 
advisers to scrub his personal 
finances for potential conflicts 
of interest. 

Blair has tapped Freeman to 
head the National Intelligence 
Council, which analyzes 
critical national security 
issues drawing from all 
U.S. intelligence agencies. 
The National Intelligence 
Estimates are meant to be 
unvarnished and apolitical. 
Blair said Freeman’s strong 
opinions are exactly why he 
wants him to be chairman of 
the council. 

“I think I can do a better job if 
I am getting strong analytical 
viewpoints than if I am getting 
pre-cooked pablum,” Blair 
said.Q

Museum reveals engraving hidden in Lincoln watch

WASHINGTON - For nearly 150 years, a 
story has circulated about a hidden Civil 
War message engraved inside Abraham 
Lincoln’s pocket watch. On Tuesday, 
museum curators confirmed it was true. 
A watchmaker used tiny tools to carefully 
pry open the antique watch at the National 
Museum of American History, and a 
descendant of the engraver read aloud the 
message from a metal plate underneath the 
watch face. 

“Jonathan Dillon April 13 - 1861,” part of 
the inscription reads, “Fort Sumpter (sic) 
was attacked by the rebels on the above 
date.” Another part reads, “Thank God we 
have a government.” 

The words were etched in tiny cursive 
handwriting and filled the the space 
between tiny screws and gears that jutted 
through the metal plate. A magnifying glass 
was required to read them. 

Jonathan Dillon, then a watchmaker on 
Pennsylvania Avenue, had Lincoln’s watch 
in his hands when he heard the first shots 


of the Civil War had been fired in South 
Carolina. The Irish immigrant later recalled 
being the only Union sympathizer working 
at the shop in a divided Washington. 
Dillon’s story was passed down among his 
family and friends, eventually reaching a 
New York Times reporter. In a 1906 article 
in the paper, an 84-year-old Dillon said 
no one, including Lincoln, ever saw the 
inscription as far as he knew. 

Dillon had a fuzzy recollection of what he 
had engraved. He told the newspaper he had 
written: “The first gun is fired. Slavery is 
dead. Thank God we have a president who 
at least will try.” 

For years the story went unconfirmed. 

The watchmaker’s great-great grandson, 
Doug Stiles, first heard the tale of the 
engraving from his great uncle decades 
ago. He said the story had reached extended 
family as far away as Ireland. 

A few months ago, he used Google to 
find the New York Times story, and last 
month he passed the information along to 
Smithsonian curators, who knew nothing 
about the engraving. 


On Tuesday, watchmaker George Thomas, 
who volunteers at the museum, spent several 
minutes carefully opening the watch as an 
audience of reporters and museum workers 
watched on a video monitor. 

“The moment of truth has come. Is there or 
is there not an inscription?” Thomas said, 
teasing the audience, which gasped when 
he confirmed it was there. He called Stiles 
up to read his ancestor’s words, drawing 
smiles and a few sighs of relief. 

“Like Pearl Harbor or 9/11, this was the 
reaction he had (to the Civil War,)” Stiles 
said of the inscription. 

Later, Stiles said he felt closer to the 16th 
president. 

“My gosh, that was Lincoln’s watch,” he 
said, “and my ancestor put graffiti on it!” 
Lincoln’s family kept the watch until it 
was donated to the museum in 1958. It was 
Lincoln’s everyday pocket watch, one of 
the president’s only valuable possessions he 
brought with him to the White House from 
Springfield, Ill., said Harry Rubenstein, 
curator of the museum’s politics and reform 
division. □ 


Church shooting suspect left ‘last Day Will’ card

ST. LOUIS - The man accused 
of gunning down an Illinois 
pastor during his sermon as 
horrified churchgoers watched 
left an index card marked 
“Last Day Will” at his home, 
according to court documents 
filed Tuesday. 

Other documents detail how 
the Rev. Fred Winters tried 
to run from accused gunman 
Terry Sedlacek at First Baptist 
Church in Maryville, Ill., a 
St. Louis suburb, before the 
preacher collapsed and bled to 
death Sunday. 

Authorities say Sedlacek, 27, 
of nearby Troy, fired four times 
from a .45-caliber Glock pistol, 
hitting Winters once in the 
heart. 

The court papers indicate 
investigators have found an 
arsenal in Sedlacek’s bedroom, 
including two 12-gauge 
shotguns, a rifle and a box of 
550 .22-caliber bullets. An 
inventory of items seized from 
his home also lists the “Last 
Day Will” index card but does 
not detail what else was written 
on it. 


A prosecutor said Monday 
that a day planner found on 
Sedlacek’s dresser referred 
to Sunday as “death day,” 
suggesting Sedlacek planned 
the attack. Authorities say 
Sedlacek brought to the church 
enough ammunition to kill 30 
people. 

Sedlacek was charged Monday 
with first-degree murder and 
aggravated battery in the 
shooting of Winters and the 
knife wounds suffered by two 
congregants who wrestled 
him to the ground after the 
shooting. 

Sedlacek remained in serious 
condition Tuesday in a St. Louis 
hospital with self-inflicted stab 
wounds to the throat. One of 
the injured congregants, Terry 
Bullard, was upgraded to fair 
condition. 

Investigators said they still 
hadn’t pinpointed why Sedlacek 
allegedly strolled into the 
church during its early Sunday 
service, packing a pistol and 
three magazines loaded with a 
total of 30 bullets. 

An affidavit by Illinois State 
Police detective James Walker 
said Sedlacek entered the 


sanctuary and walked down an 
aisle to the front of the church 
toward the pulpit, where Winters 
spoke to him. 

Walker wrote that Sedlacek then 
fired at Winters. Investigators 
have said that bullet clipped the 
top of the Bible the preacher 
held, sending pieces of paper 
spraying like confetti. Many of 
the roughly 150 witnesses said 
it looked like a skit. 

Winters, 45, then bolted toward 
the edge of the stage with 
Sedlacek running parallel to 
him, Walker wrote. 

“Pastor Winters then jumped 
from the stage where he landed 
on the ground. Sedlacek then 
placed himself next to the pastor 
and fired multiple shots, striking 
Winters,” the affidavit said. 
Investigators have said Sedlacek 
fired four rounds altogether 
before his gun jammed. After 
chasing and mortally wounding 
Winters, Walker wrote, Sedlacek 
tried to flee but was subdued by 
Bullard and Keith Melton. 

“The way I feel in my heart is 
my pastor needed help and I had 
to help. I can’t relate that back 
to anything. That’s just how I 
feel about it,” Melton said. □

Somali Cabinet votes to 
implement Islamic law

DHARMSALA, India (AP) — 
China has overseen a “brutal 
crackdown” in Tibet since 
protests shook the Himalayan 
region last year, part of decades 
of Chinese oppression that 
have driven Tibetan culture 
to the verge of extinction, the 
Dalai Lama said Tuesday. 

The Tibetan spiritual leader 
made the comments in a speech 
to mark the 50th anniversary 
of the failed uprising that sent 
him into exile. 

“Even today, Tibetans in 
Tibet live in constant fear, 
and the Chinese authorities 
remain constantly suspicious 
of them,” the Dalai Lama said 
in this Indian hill town, where 
he and the self-proclaimed 
govemment-in-exile have 
been based since shortly after 
fleeing their homeland. 

Chinese martial law, and 
hard-line policies such as the 
Cultural Revolution, devastated 
the mountain region and left 
hundreds of thousands of 
Tibetans dead, he said, blasting 
the “brutal crackdown” in the 
region since protests last year 
turned violent. 

He told a group of about 2,000 
people, including Buddhist 
monks, Tibetan schoolchildren 
and a handful of foreign 
supporters, that the religion, 
culture, language and identity 


of successive generations of 
Tibetans faced “extinction.” 
Tibetans in Tibet were living 
in “hell on earth,” he added. 
The group had gathered in a 
courtyard that separates the 
Dalai Lama’s home from the 
town’s main temple; monks 
blew enormous conch shells 
and long brass horns to herald 
his arrival. 

While his comments were 
unusually strong for a man 
known for his deeply pacifist 
beliefs, he also urged that any 
change come peacefully and 
reiterated his support for the 
“Middle Way,” which calls for 
significant Tibetan autonomy 
under Chinese rule. 

“I have no doubt that the justice 
of Tibetan cause will prevail 
if we continue to tread a path 
of truth and nonviolence,” he 
said. 

Later, at a press conference, 
he said he’d become deeply 
discouraged about repeated 
rounds of failed talks between 
his representatives and 
Beijing. 

“We have to prepare for the 
worst. At the same time, we 
should not give up our hope,” 
he said. 

Chinese Foreign Ministry 
spokesman Ma Zhaoxu said 
he would not comment on 
the Dalai Lama’s statements, 
dismissing them as lies. “The 
Dalai group confuses right and 


wrong and spreads rumors,” he 
said. 

After the Dalai Lama’s speech, 
thousands of young Tibetans 
took to the streets of Dharmsala 
chanting “China Out!” and 
“Tibet belongs to Tibetans!” 
About 1,000 more protesters 
marched peacefully through 
New Delhi in support of the 
Tibetans, many chanting 
“Shame on China!” Still more 
protested in Seoul, Nepal 
and Canberra, the Australian 
capital, where they scuffled 
with police outside the Chinese 
Embassy. Four of about 300 
protesters were arrested there. 
While Beijing claims Tibet has 
been part of Chinese territory 
for centuries, Tibet was a 
deeply isolated theocracy until 
1951, when Chinese troops 
invaded Lhasa, the regional 
capital. Tuesday’s anniversary 
marked March 10, 1959, riots 
inside Tibet against Chinese 
rule which lead to a crackdown 
and, later that month, the Dalai 
Lama’s dramatic flight across 
the Himalayas and into exile. 
Beijing has long claimed that it 
brought modernity to a region 
where monks and wealthy 
landowners had long ruled over 
huge tracts of land worked by 
slaves and serfs. 

Ma, the Chinese official, said 
Tibet went through democratic 
reform in 1959, and that 
Tibetans had been freed from 


slavery. 

But Tuesday, the Dalai Lama 
dismissed such claims, saying 
most of the development in 
the last 50 years was designed 
to make Chinese rule easier, 
and came at “the huge cost 
of devastating the Tibetan 
environment and way of life.” 
He also said he’d been recently 
invited by a group of Taiwanese 
journalists to visit Taiwan 
— move likely to anger rival 
China. The two sides split 
amid civil war in 1949. 
“Visiting Taiwan is purely 
spiritual,” said the Dalai 
Lama. Last year, a peaceful 
commemoration of the 1959

uprising by monks in Lhasa 
erupted into anti-Chinese 
rioting four days later and 
spread to surrounding 

provinces—the most sustained 
and violent demonstrations by 
Tibetans in decades. 

Following the protests, China 
has stepped up its campaign to 
vilify the Dalai Lama, accusing 
him of leading a campaign to 
split the region from the rest of 
the country. 

The Dalai Lama insists, though, 
that he does not want Tibetan 
independence, saying he is 
only seeking greater autonomy 
for the region to protect its 
unique Buddhist culture.Q

NHL general managers weigh in on fighting

NAPLES, Florida (AP) — NHL 
general managers think some fighting 
in their league needs to be eliminated 
or at least reduced. 

They’re recommending a rule 
change that would give a 10-minute 
misconduct penalty to players who 
fight immediately after a faceoff. The 
10-minute misconduct could also be 
applied to any other fight a referee 
believes was staged. 

“I’m kind of offended by the fact that

it’s a staged fight,” said Minnesota 
Wild general manager Doug 
Risebrough, a 13-year NHL veteran. 
“The idea is that players have to be 
involved in the game.” 

In staged fights, there is an unspoken 
understanding between teams 
allowing players to tangle with each 
other, usually during inconsequential 
parts of the game. 

“Eve never really thought of the 
strategy because I thought it was a 


dumb idea,” Risebrough said. 

The general managers spoke during 
the second day of their annual 
meetings. Their recommendations 
would have to be approved by the 
NHL’s competition committee and 
Board of Governors before the 2009- 
10 season. 

The GMs also recommended limiting 
fighting in response to a clean hit, by 
calling the instigator penalty more 
aggressively. The league has seen an 
increase in violent reactions to clean 
hits. 

“I don’t like those fights. I don’t 
understand them,” said Toronto 
Maple Leafs general manager Brian 
Burke, former GM of the rough- 
and-tumble Anaheim Ducks and a 
longtime proponent of fighting. 
“Start calling the instigator penalties, 
and we’ll get rid of some of this 
nonsense.” 

Fights in response to clean hits are an 
example of ice hockey players’ self¬ 
regulation, where referees and rules 
apparently aren’t trusted to regulate 
the game, and players take the matter 
into their own hands, by responding 
to a hit with a fight. 

“Let the players police themselves? 
I don’t think that’s right,” league 


disciplinarian Colin Campbell said. 
“I think there’s rules in place to do 
that.” 

League statistics cited by Campbell 
show that 108 (22 percent) of the 
first 500 fights this season occurred 
immediately after the faceoff. He 
also said there was a 20 percent drop 
in fights during the last five minutes 
of the game after the NHL gave an 
automatic five-minute major penalty 
for those fights. 

“Rules do make a difference,” he 
said. 

While endorsing one rule change 
and more aggressive use of the 
instigator rule, the GMs rejected or 
at least postponed an NHL Players’ 
Association proposal from Monday 
to add a rule specifically banning 
shoulder hits to the head. 

Campbell said those hits have already 
been punished with supplemental 
discipline, such as the five-game 
suspension given to New York 
Islanders defenseman Brendan Witt 
after elbowing Toronto forward 
Niklas Hagman in the head on Feb. 
26. 

“Our (GMs) didn’t have the appetite 
to have that called on the ice right 
now,” Campbell said.Q

NEW YORK (AP) — Federal 
authorities have found 
performance-enhancing 
substances on the materials 
Brian McNamee said he used 
to inject baseball pitcher 
Roger Clemens, The New 
York Times reported Tuesday. 
McNamee turned over the 
syringes, vials and gauze pads 
to federal investigators last 
year, after he told baseball 
investigator George Mitchell 
he injected the pitcher with 
steroids and human growth 
hormone. 

The Washington Post reported 


Feb. 6 that tests linked 
Clemens’ DNA to blood in the 
syringes given to investigators 
by McNamee. 

Clemens has said repeatedly 
that McNamee, his former 
personal trainer, injected him 
with B-12 and the painkiller 
lidocaine. 

“I assumed, and I am not 
surprised, that the tests were 
positive for both DNA and for 
performance-enhancing drugs, 
because that’s what Brian 
said all along, and there’s not 
much doubt that Brian’s been 
telling the truth,” McNamee’s 
lawyer, Richard Emery, told 
The Associated Press. “The 
confirmation of that fact, 
once again, just seems to me 
to be another significant step 
towards jail for Clemens.” 

A federal grand jury in 
Washington is investigating 
whether Clemens lied when 
he told a congressional 
committee last year that he 
didn’t use illegal performance¬ 
enhancing substances. 

McNamee, testifying before 
the same committee, said he 
repeatedly injected Clemens 
with steroids and HGH. 

Rusty Hardin, Clemens’ 
lawyer, did not return a 
telephone call seeking 
comment. □ 


UEFA drops ESPN, picks Fox for 
Champs League deal 

NYON, Switzerland (AP) — UEFA has dropped ESPN as its 
Champions League broadcast partner in Central and South 
America and awarded the rights to the Fox network for the 
next three years, the governing body of European football said 
Tuesday. 

Fox Sports Latin America’s pay channels will screen the 
Champions League and the Europa League — the rebranded 
UEFA Cup — for the 2009-2012 seasons. 

UEFA said in a statement it wished “to thank ESPN for its 
contribution and commitment to both competitions in the region 
during recent seasons. They have been a highly valued partner... 
and have done a great job of broadcasting both competitions.” 
What Fox paid for the broadcast rights, which does not cover 
Brazil, was not disclosed. 

UEFA said it will later award a further package of free-to-air 
rights. □
